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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to the document dated 6/13/05. Claims 1-24 are 
pending in the application. Claims 1, 15-1 8 are independent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Meeker 

(US 5740283), Stark et al. (US 6389169), and further in view of Foote et al. (US 

20028021). 

As per claim 18, Meeker teaches vectoring and image coefficient - col. 4, lines 5-27; 
col. 5, last paragraph; audio coefficient - col. 15, lines 25-40; coefficient data generator, 
and converter - col. 14, lines 52-67; Meeker does not teach computing video coefficient. 
Stark et al. teach images group by category - col. 4, lines 34-36; text coefficients - col. 
2, lines 14-27. However, Meeker and Stark et al do not explicitly disclose audio 
coefficient. Foote et al. teach classifying video clips, images - pars. 0007, 0014; 
vectors and audio coefficients - par. 0180. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to combine Meeker's, Stark et al.'s, 
and Foote et al.'s teaching to better classifying well known digital data objects such as 
image, video, audio, text, etc... 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Meeker 
(US 5740283), Stark et al. (US 6389169), Foote et al. (US 20028021), and further in 
view of Hsu (6195692). 

As per claim 20, Meeker, Stark, and Foote et al. do not explicitly disclose filtering 
access to objects that exceed the tolerated threshold for adult content. However, Hsu 
teaches links are categorized into categories or topics - col. 5, lines 55-67; web page 
access and security - col. 12, lines 33-37; filtering access to objects that exceed a 
certain rating for adult content - col. 12, line 38 to col. 13, line 3. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17, 19, 23 are allowed. 

Claims 21-22, 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments
